Lincoln, ^'eb., June 5.— Partiei re- 
tarning from the scene of the tornado in 
Bradshaw, York conntjr, yesterdRy eve- 
niiif,'. fonfirm the worst repoiiirt of the 
dcstnu i ii '11 by the >t'iriii nf TiU'silay 
iiiulit. Till' -ti'iiii stinrk tlic town at 
H::!u Tui'Mlay mi'Miii;,'. cDmiiif^ from the 
soiithweist. It struck the town fairly, 
and left not a single building in the 
bnainess part of the town. All are a 
total wroc-k, and the principal street is 
filled with the ruins. A few houses 
wen- li i i ill tlif cxti-cnie western part of 
the village, but Ilu y are without win- 
dows anil doors, and tlieir eunteiits were 
Bcalten-d liioaili-ast over the prairie. 

The depot building was completely 
wrecked, and all the cars stand^g on 
the track blown away except one loaded 
with Htock, which was blown, without 
leaving the track, to York, a distance of 
nine mileo. Tliis gave the alarm to the 
people of York, who sent a messenger, 
who at uiidtiiKht returned with the 
news of the disaster. A relief party 
was at ouee sent out. A Russian settle* 
ment near the town was wrecked, and 
it is reported that nine were killed out- 
right. Physicans, who left Lincoln on 
a relief train, report twelve dead at 
Bradshaw and that eight are mortally 
wounded and about twenty injured.

The cyclone was accompanied by a 
deluKe of rain and a stunnmg fnsilaQe 
of hail. Considering the complete de- 
stmotlon of the town it seems miracu- 
lous that so few lives were lost and that 
so few people were injured. 

The Prusbian settlement, southwest of 
Bratlsliaw, is also destroyed. The phy- 
sicians state that a number of thoHe in- 

i'ured will not live. The prairie around 
t strewn with dead hogs and stock. 

The ttona la Iowa. 

Des Moines, Iowa, June 5.— Western 
Iowa was again deluged with rains 
Tuesday ni;;ht. Oreat damage was 
done in the towns of Underwood. Neola, 
Pertiia and Weston, in Pattawattamie 
county. Yesterday morning Mo-scjuito 
creek that flows through these towns 
overflowed its banks, and the country in 
the vicinity was flooded. At Under- 
wood about thlrty-flve residences in the 
low lands were carried awuv by the 
water, five miles of the Milwaukee 
track was washed away and part of the 
town is now under fifteen feet of water. 
No lives were lost, bat there were Ttrj 
narrow escai)os. 

At Weston the same creek flooded the 
city to a dejitli of five feet. Tliirteeii 
houses were wrecked and tiftv more or 
less (laiii.ip'd. There was no lo>sof life. 
At Persia tin' torrent overspread the 
town tu the di pt h of five tVet , wn-cked 
four hotises and caused juikIi otiier 
damage. The storm about Ailair was 
the Worst ever known, and much dam- 
age wa.s donf to crops and muc li stock 
lo>t liy iliownihj,'.

Mr. (nirniau oiijioscd the insertion of 
the latter item, and favored I lie -Inking 
out of till- tirsf two items. He sjid^e of 
the ],ro]i(.sjtioii as one intending to cen- 
ter all the Work of manufact iiring ord- 
nance in government work sliops, in- 
stead of dividing it, as had been ar- 
ranged under the legislation Of 1888, 
with private work shops, 

Mr. Dawes replied to Mr. Gorman, 
and defended the amendment projiosed 
by the committee on appropriations. If 
private jiarties did not come up to the 
expectation, it would be absolutely nec- 
essary for the government to carry on 
the work. 

Mr. Morgan spoke at much length in

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A Oood Law. 
Th« laet annual report of the State Au- 
ditor plaoM th« namber of panpw idiots 

in Kentucky at 1,41S. These coRt the 
Bute last year a little over $100,000. 
Under the l«w that had provailod for a 

long time, the St ite paid $75 a year for the 
support of each {uuper idiot, lieceutly 
tlia large increasH in the number of these 
nnfortaoata people in ttie mountain 
counties gave rise to the belief 
that the Commonwealth was beint; 
defrauded. The law was framed so that 
the State's interest could not be guarded. 

Tlie last Leijislatiiri', lidwever, passed a 
bill which it is thougiit will correct the 
abase. This new law provides that " the 
annual ailowanre 'o a pauper idiot nhall 
be $75, of whicli srj5 ahail bu ])aid out of 
the State Treasury, in the manner now 
directe<l by law, and $2'» by the County 
Court of the county wherein said idiot 
may reside. 

" Section 2. No allowance sliall be paid 
the committee of a pauper idiot, by the 
Auditor, until said committee shall have 
filed with the Auditor a copy of the order 
of his County Court, allowing the portion 
due thereof by siid comity, and his own 
affidavit that the same has, in good faith, 
bMn paid." 

This law went into effect May L'3. The 
opinion ii that it will materially reduce 
tha list of meb paopers, and conse- 
quently result in a h\)t s^ivinf? tothe State. 

If we miiitake not the Court of Claims 
at its recent session made no allowance 
for pauper idiots of this county. If such 
is the case, they can not draw anymonejr 
from the State until such allowance of 
$20 is made by the county, and paid.

What the Companies Received and 
Paid in Maysville Last Tear. 
Interesting Statistics. 



The twentieth annual report of the 
State Insurance Commissioner, just 
issued, contains some interesting statis* 
tics. It (»ivo8 the yearly statements 
of all companies doing business in Ken- 
tucky in 1SS9. 

The losses pai<l in this city in 18S9 
amounted to $15,913, while the premiums 
for the same time aminnted to over 
$36,000. 

Commissioner Duncan, in spesl^ing of 

the busmess of tire and fire-marine in- 
surance companies, doue in Kentucky 
for the year ending December, 31, 1889, 

says : 

"The unusual number of conflagrations 
during the year just elosed were disas- 
trous in tbeircons(-(]uence8 to many com- 
panies, and, while some emeri^ed from 
the year's experience with a handsome 
addition to their surplus, which, how- 
ever, was the exception, the result for 
the year was not >* profitable one to the 
companies as a whole. This is especially 
true of the result in Kentucky, as will be 
seen when it is stated that the total 
premiums received in the State during 
the year by all eompaniei ^mounted to 

•2,816,650 92, and the losse.i paid to $1,- 
•46,899 34. But, notwithstanding the 
large fire waste for the year, and for a 

numbHrof years past, it may betaldwitb 
perfect contidence that the companies 
now holding anthority from this depart- 
ment to transact t)U!sines8 in the State, 
are ot undoubted solvency, and offer our 
people the fullest protection that Can be 
afforded them."

Be u OI'duSlWl by the Hoard of CountMvitn of 
the CUv 0/ Mavtvtlte, Thai a tax ot seventy 
centN on each one hundred dollars' worth of 
liixiible luoperly In the City of Maysvllle be 
and llie Kuiue U hereby levied lor the purpose 
of taking up oulstandhiK bondH duiInK the 
yearlHOU; and the Collector and TreaNurer Is 
authorised to collect the same and account 
(or it aooordlng to law. 

Be it further ordained, That a tax of forty- 
flve cents on each one hundred dollars' worth 
of taxable property In the City of Maysvllle, 
be and the same Is hereby levied lot general 
pnrposss tor tbe year \m; and the OoUsetor 
and Tiesanrer la authorized to collsct same 
ard account for II acrordlnt? to law.
